The United States senate will not go all the* way over to 
Vice President Da wes in his demand 
for ch ange 
in 
tin* 
rules of tha t body, but the concessions discussed make* it a p­ 
pea r that the persistency of the presiding officer may not be 
without reward. 
Senator James A. Watson of Indiana, assistant, leader, h ai 
Bpoken. 
In an interview in Chicago he said: 
"General Da wes is a good fellow; he’s my friend and 1 
like him. 
However, the only cha ng e 1 would make* in the 
rules, if I were cha ng ing them, would In* to require sena­ 
tors, during the last, two weeks of a session, to confine them- 
selves to the subject under consideration. 
Otherwise* the 
present rules are satisfa ctory.” 
General Da wes suggested that the rules premil a major­ 
ity of the senate to end debate and bring to a vote a matter 
for legislation. 
Ability of one man to bargain and barter 
under threa t of ta lking to death an important, measure is 
the point of his attack. 
It is the point of attack by Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood of Alabama, democratic leader. 
At no time has it appeared that these two men who have 
taken the lead in th e fight for ch ange in th e rules are bent 
on limiting deba te as it is limited in the house of represent­ 
atives. 
Undoubtedly Senator Underwood, who has been 
a 
member of the minority party during the greater part of his 
long serv ice in congress, is as desirous as anyone to preserve 
the rights of the minority, and they should in* preserved. 
It is probable that the* concession approved by Senator 
Watson will serve to end the practice of whicn there is com­ 
plaint. The very wording of his concession shows the wea k­ 
ness of the present rules. 
"To require senators during the last two weeks of tin* ses­ 
sion to confine themselves to the subject under considera­ 
tion,” is his suggestion. 
The fa ct that they are not so limit­ 
ed now shows how far the abuse of senatorial privilege has 
gone. 
The ia ct that a senator ma y discuss everything of 
which he knows anything and whether In* knows anything 
about it or not, and the senator intimates that tha t is the 
case, is in itsell a weakness of which h<* confesses and con­ 
victs. 
Senator Watson would limit, th e filibustered only during 
the last two weeks of th e session, compelling th em during 
that period to confine themselves to th e subject before the 
senate. 
When the protest went up th at General Dawes was 
•eeking to prevent full debate, to reform the senate so that 
it no longer will be th e world’s greatest deliberative body , 
it sounded as if th e complaining senators were afraid they 
would be deprived of debating th e issues th at are before 
it. Na tura lly th e people favor a full h earing and a full de­ 
ba te, and there wa s something to an appeal th at such should 
not be curtailed. 
Now comes Senator Watson with the admission th at they 
do not ta lk on th e issue before th e senate at all. 
Th ey may 
read from an ency clopedia, a textbook on evolution or a 
book of recipes. 
And th at constitutes tin* debate of tin* 
g rea test deliberative body in the world, wh en one of th em 
wishes to talk to death a measure in which some minor con­ 
cession has not been made to him. 
W e are of the opinion th at th e public docs not desire to 
.curta il legitimate debate, th at it does not wish to introduce a 
system by wh ich righ ts of the minority are subjected to mob 
legis lation, but th e more ¿he senators talk, the more one is 
inclined to th ink th at General Dawes is on the trail of some-
